@2 A Proclamation for the diſcouery and apprehenſion of 
William Ruthen, and Patricke Ruthen, brethren 


to the late Earle of Govvrie. 


Patricke Ruthen, (two bꝛethꝛen to the late Earle of Govrie, a dange⸗ 
rous traytour to his Perſon) haue crept into this Kingdome with 
malicious hearts againſt him, dilguiſing themſelues in ſecret plates, 
where hee is enfoꝛmed, that they doe not onely vtter tankered ſpee⸗ 
ches againſt him, but are pꝛattiſing and contriuing dangerous plots, 
and deſperate attempts againſt his Royall Perſon ; foꝛ effecting 
whereof, either by themſelues, oꝛ by ſuch as they can perſwade and 
ſuboꝛne thereunto,theyleaue no meanes vneſſayed : Be it therefoꝛe knowen to all men by theſc 
Pꝛeſents, That foꝛ the ſpeedie appꝛehenſion of theſe malicious and dangerous perſons, William 
Ruthen and Patricke Ruthen afozeſard, The Kings moſt excellent Maieſtie doeth ſtraitly com- 
mand and charge all and ſingular Sheriffes, Juſtices of the Peace, Mapoꝛs, Bapliffes, Conſta⸗ 
bles, and all and euery other his Highneſſe Officers within this his Realme of England, That 
they, and euery of them make diligent ſearch and enquirie foꝛ the ſaid malicious perſons William 
Ruthen ànd Patricke Ruthen, and to vſc all their beſt indeuours, aſwell within all manner of Lt- 
berties, as without, fo the diſcoucry, appꝛehenſion, and arreſting the bodies of them the ſayd 
William Ruthen and Patricke Ruthen, and being appꝛehended oꝛ arreſted, foꝛth with, ſpeedily, and 
without any delay, to bꝛing them, oꝛ tauſe them to be bꝛought vnder ſome ſafe cuſtodie, befoze 
ſome ofhis Highneſſe moſt Honozable Pꝛiuie Counſell, there to be pzocceded with and oꝛdered, 
accozding as Juſtice ſhall require: And herein not to faile, as they and euery of themtender 
their duety to his Highneſle, and will anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perils, 

And the Kings moſt Excellent Mateſtie doeth moꝛeouer ſtraightly charge and command all 
and euery Searcher, Cuſtomer and Officer of any Poꝛt within this Realme, and all other his 


HDighneſſe Subiects, of what Nature, qualitie and condition ſoencr Hee o2 they bee, to Whoſe 
Houſes the [aide Nam Ruthen, and Patrick Rurhen, 92 citizer of thein ſhallreſozt, oꝛ to whoſe 
knowledge, notice 02 vnderſtanding it may tome, where oꝛ in what places they the ſaid William 
Ruthen, and Patrick Ruthen ſhall bee, oꝛ into Whole handes they ſhall come, to ſtay, appꝛehend, 
and arreſt them, and to bing them befoꝛe ſome of his Maieſties Pꝛiuie Counſell as afozelatde, 
Wherein ifany ſhall goe about to conccale them, oꝛ ſhall not reucale their abode (fit be in their 
power to doe ſo) His Maieſtie doth hereby pꝛonounte, that he will foꝛ euer after, holde them 
as partakers and abettours of their malicious pꝛactiles and intentions, foꝛ which they ſhal feele 
the weight of his heauieſt indignation, And if at any time, any Subiects of his (out of their du⸗ 
tie) (hall diſcouer the perſons afoꝛeſayd, oꝛ their reſidence, and yet ſhall not find themſelues able 
to purſue them, his Maieſtie doth command them, to call foꝛ the aide and aſſiſtance of his High- 
neſſe Officers, oꝛ any other his Subiects, whome his Maieſtie doeth alſo ſtraitly charge and 
tommaund hereby, to bee apding and alliſting herein, as they will anlwere to the contrary at 
their vttermoſt perils.
